I was ohaf- 
llng him and I said, "'why did not you 
Dominion officials hold on and f:ght the 
Provincials." Witness had hoard Do- 
Co.smoi was thus affoctod as to losing his 
a])petito, but would not like to tell tho 
name of tho party who told him, it being 
conhdential; had" boon told this i)orson rt- 
forrod to mentioned that ■vhon Toxada af- 
fairs wero talked of, DeCosmos got up 
in a state . of great excitement and 
left the table where bo had been din- 
ing. 

Mr. Eobson to witness— Why did tho 
party wish you to keep his name kept se- 
cret ? 

Witness— Because tho conver.sation 
was raised up with private aflfairs of both 
this person andmyself.

Capt. Niool,brotlifirof Jlr Nicol,formely 
manager of tho Vaiioouvor Coal Co. at 
Nanaimo, and himsolfa rosidoutof Nanai- 
mo, was killed in nn attack on the village of 
Adanseo, Africa, on the 3rd Janurary. 
Cajitain Niool ordered his men to ad- 
vance, and the Animaboes carried the 
village at a rush, followed closely by tho 
."lailors. Somo of tho natives, as they ran 
out of their houses, took shots at tho 
men, and poor Nicol fell, shot through 
tho heart. The news of poor Nichol's 
death was received with great regret by 
his comrades of Buasell's regiment. Gap- 
tain Nicol was adjutant of a Hampshire 
rogiinent of militia, and camo out at his 
own expense us a volunteer. Of a soldier 
family, his father was for many years 
Adjutant General of Bengal, and his only 
paternal uncle. General Nicol, a Penin- 
sular hero. Ho was every inch a sol- 
dier. He joined, at an early age, the 
Tliirteenth regiment, as it was on his 
way down from Jellalabad, and remained 
in that regiment for some years. About 
twelve months boforo tho Criiuoau war 
ho and his brotlier, of Her Majesty's 
Sixty-eighth toot, sold out; but when tho 
war broke out tho two brothers went in 
little steam yacht, Tho Army and Navy, 
to olTer wh.-it help they eould to their 
country. They woro much praised for 
their oxortious. First^ employed as a 
despatch boat to tho British Army, and 
afterwards to the French, they gained 
praise from all parties, and although Hie 
expedition was a monetary loss, jret they 
huil the satisfaction of doing all m their 
power to alleviate the sufferings of the 
English troops in tlint dreadful winter. 
On returning homo Captain Nicol ob- 
tained tha Adjutancy to the Hnuts militia 
and public orders liavo declared how ad- 
mirably ho trained tho regiment. It was 
his groat desire to got back into the regu- 
lar army, and thinking he B»W a way by 
his joining tho oipodition to Ashanteo,he 
oirm-od his services to Sir Garnett "Wolso- 
Icy. The latter saw ho was the sort of 
man ho wanted, and he accepted his sor- 
vicci. Captain Nicol had bad -experience 
in dealing with Indians in Vancouver Is- 
land and Central America, and these ex- 
periences he brought to bear on South 
Africa.- Yery abstemious in his habits, 
he was a man . deeply earnest, though re- 
ticent, in religious feelings and habits.

Th* Cinmdian Month!;/ for March say.s: 
Tlio announcement that it will bo iioc'os- 
sary to extend tho time for building the 
Pacific Railway has actei^ on British Col- 
umbia liko a lighted match on gunpow- 
der. In view of tho waste of time that 
has occurred before tho coinmencoinunt 
of ths work, Mr. Mackonzio seeing the 
impossibility of conii)lotia;f it within ten 
years from tho admission of that Province 
into the Union, announced tho iutoutiou 
of appealihg't'b the Paisific Province to re- 
cognize the fact and to alter the stixiulat- 
ed timo, so as to bring it within thu )>os- 
sibilitioB of th8 caso now jiveatiutod. 
Though tlio question in its broader as- 
pect does not Boom to havo C(U;iu beforo 
tlio Local Legislaturo, tho Govornmont 
had brought in a Bill to authorize the uc- 
ceptunce of a money payment in lieu of 
tho graving dock which tho Ottawa Gov- 
ernment is under stipulation to ljuild, 
and tho measure was on tho point of ]jass- 
iiig, when a douionstration of popular 
feoliug rudely arrested tho action of tho 
Assembly. A public meeting having been 
lield, at which resolutions wore passed 
against the accoptanco of the proposed 
commutation, and protesting against re- 
laxation of tho terms of tho original com- 
pact until tho quastion could l)o passed 
upon by tlio electors, a petition in this 
•onso was prosented to the legislature by 
the petitioners in a body to tho number 
of about a thousand, which must be near- 
ly one-fourth of the whole male white 
population. 

A demonstration of force to ovorawe 
the Legislature is a proooduro which 
must bo condemned as a direct blow 
struck at the freo doliboratioii so noccs 
sary to tho exercise of constitutional li- 
berty. In assembling to draw up reso- 
lutions aud petition tho Legislature, the 
people wore acting within tho limits of 
their rights, but in invading flio Legisla- 
turo instead of cau.sing (iie potitiun to bo 
presented in tho regular way, tlioy wero 
acting in defiance of rules which exist for 
the general protection. Such an irregu- 
larity may some future time bo sot up 
as » precedent to the injury of tho present 
actors; and it only requires the practice 
to become clironic to sink tho community 
in which it exists to a lovol with Jlexico 
and those states of South America from 
which all the guarantees of liberty liavo 
fled. 

Tho oandld:,wfty,o( dealing with tho Pa- 
cific proVinoo was tbat/of appealing to it 
as Mr. Mackenzie did a more politic way, 
it is eaty to see after tho event, v,-ouiil 
hare been to coiumonco tho weak as in- 
tended, on the Pacific side as well on this 
at tho earliest moment, and leave thoques- 
tion to time to be settled wlien it assum- 
ed a practical shape, after the lapse of 
BomS years when — the work being farail- 
vanced — the'diflionlty, if not entirclj- ro- 
movod, would have boon roducoil to a 
minimum. The small Provinces havo so 
far shown no disposition to yield any of 
their stipulated rights, and inoro th.in 
one of them has, by advanoiiig non- 
claims, been granted "better terms." Bri- 
tish Columbia was not likelyto set an ex- 
araplo of abnegation whicli would havo 
distinguished hor by contrast from Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick. That slio 
will, at present, rofuso to mako any for- 
mal relaxation of her Hti[)u1ated rights, 
even on tho point of timo, may bo lakon 
for granted, unless some monetary com- 
pensation to which the publid journals 
point— be given. But when tho road has 
been loyally commenced and vigorously 
pusliod forward as intondod and British 
Columbia finds liorself in a fair way of 
getting what she has a right to expect, 
there is every reason to boiiove sha will 
resume her former confidence and be sa- 
tisfied to get the railroad as soon as it is 
possible to build it. 

Br.OODIN- TIIK lloUSR OI' CoMMONS. — We 

believe it was Mr. Oladstono wlio,in some 
good-natured challing nliouttho relations 
ef tho nobility to the cnuimon people, 
observed that the latter, after all, had a 
good deal of inbred loyalty to tho former, 
and were very fond of voting, for titled 
pe pin.

A SHiiiEs of exporimoHts mado by Pro- 
feasor Villo, in Franco, show that tho dft- 
oases that attack the potatoa are in part 
tho result of a deficiency in tho supply of 
potash in the soil. For five years in suo- 
oassion tho Professor planted potatoes in 
thu same soil without any fotilizor; to 
other plots of ground ho added fertilizers 
that did not contain potash. In all these 
cases tho fruit became diseased in tho 
month of May, while on tho other plots 
with potash, plants wero healthy and 
yielded an excellent product.— SCT-iinrr'a.
